Approximately 12,840,000 bushels
of potatoes will be raised in Nebras-
ka this vear, according to the estl-
mate of the Bureau of Markets,
United States Department of Agri-
culture, made public this week. The
report is based on information gath-
ered up to and including the first of
September. The 1917 potato crop
n this state will exceed the 19186
crop by 5,175,000 bushels, according
to the crop report. The estimated
1916 crop, based on December 1 fig-
ures, was 7,665,000, The bureau es-
limates the entire potuto crop of the
nUited States this vear at 462,000,
000 bushels,

The locnl ofice of the Bureau of
Markets, under the directibn of 1. J.
CCase, which has an ofice with the
county agent in the court house, has
received a list of grades that the De-
partment of Agricultere and the
United States food administration
have jointlys recommended, In fur-
therance. of the grading of potatoes

it is the first time it has ever been
done—-it is urged that growers, deal-
ers and consumers alike adopt them.

According o the way the grades
have been arranged, three in num-
ber, the first will contain ounly pota-
toes sound and clean, of ene varioty,
free from seab and second growth,
frost injury. sunburn, damaging cuts
or bruises, blight, dry rot, damaging
insect gdiseases or mechanical Injur-
iea. The minimem size for the

The second grade will consist ur{

potatoes of one variety which are
resigonubly clean, free from frost ln-
jury, decay, sunburn, second growth,
gcub and other diseases, The min-
imum size will be one and one-half
inches in dinwmeteor. Packages, erates
or bags containing potatoes will have
to be marked plainly. aecording to
their elassijication Potatloes less
than one und one-half Inches o di-
ameter are geldom ealled for in mar-
kede exeept in the earlier part of the
southern shipping seuson  and for
send potatoes.  They will be elagsed
in the thind grade, Cireulars ex-
plaining the grade will be matled out
from the bureaun within a few days.
